Half a dozen others have be­ 
come hlgh4evel administrators 
in scattered federal agencies. 
More are consultants andlesser 
officials in a variety of federal 
programs.

Democratic con­ 
gressmen were defeated In last 
year’s primaries and general 
elections. So far 17 have federal 
appointments and jobs, at least 
5 are looking and 4 are in line 
for positions in states and the 
Democratic party.

But whatever the sightings 
are, it’s a safe bet they offer no 
threat to national security and 
don’t come from outer space, 
the Air Force says. 
A total of 1,060 sightings were 
submitted to the Air Force dur­ 
ing 1966, second highest total 
since Blue Book began keeping 
tabs 20 years ago. The annual 
average is 555, the record 1,501 


in 1952. 
Of the 11,107 sightings since 
1947, Quintanilla says, just 676 
remain in the unidentified cate­ 
gory. Only 30 of those checked 
out last year haven’t been ex­ 
plained satisfactorily. 
Another 242 sightings are list­ 
ed as having insufficient data 
for identification. 
The rest were identified as 
astronomical objects, aircraft, 
balloons, satellites and other 
natural or 
man-made items

North Vietnamese used 3,770 
trucks and vessels to rush at 
least 25,000 tons of ammuni­ 
tion and

ment said today. 
This was calculated to 
be 
enough to support a 10,000-man 
division in combat for 250 days, 
a spokesman said. 
In the 96 hours of the Tet 
truce, the Communists were 
able to transport more war ma­ 
terial southward than they had 
in any previous 30-day period, 
the spokesman said. 
Meanwhile, Vietnam 
peace 
prospects appeared 
at their 
lowest level in two months to­ 
day as Monday’s resumption 
of the U. S. air war against the 
speculation. 
U. S. officials said peace ef­ 
forts had receded to their pre- 
Christmas position. 
President Johnson, in an­ 
nouncing the resumption of 
bombing late Monday, said he 
had hoped the cease-fire during 
the lunar new year ’’might lead 
to some abatement of hostilities 
and to moves toward peace.” 
But he said the North Viet­ 
namese had used the pause "for 
major re-supply efforts of their 
troops in South Vietnam.” 
Johnson apparently referred 
to Sunday night’s meeting in 
London between Soviet Premier 
Alexei 
Kosygin and British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
when he said: "Despite our ef­ 
forts and those of third parties, 
no other response has yet come 
from Hanoi.” 
Johnson earlier had indicated 
determination to resume the air 
war in the absence of any North 
Vietnamese easing of military 
activity. 
But the North Vietnamese 
insisted on a halt inUJS. bomb­ 
ing and withdrawal of troops 
before peace talks could get 
started. 
North Vietnamese President 
Ho Chi Mlnh made this clear in 
a reply to Pope Paul’s appeal 
for an early settlement of the 
conflict. 
Ho wrote, "The UJS. imperi­ 
alists must put an end to their 
aggression in Vietnam, end un­ 
conditionally and definitely the 
bombing and all other acts of 
war against the Democratic Re­ 
public of Vietnam, withdraw 
from South Vietnam all Ameri­ 
can and satellite troops, recog­ 
nize the South Vietnam National 
Front 
for 
Liberation (Viet 
Cong) and let the Vietnamese 
people settle themselves their 
own affairs.”

Wilson Speaks 


Of Plan for 


Bringing Peace 


LONDON (AP) - Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson reported 
today the existence of an Initia­ 
tive - a plan - which he said 
"could bring peace tomorrow” 
to Vietnam. 
He told the House of Com­ 
mons only a very small move 
was needed to set into motion 
“all the very complicated ma­ 
chinery that could bring us to 
peace.” 
The prime minister, answer­ 
ing questions in the House of 
Commons on his talks with So- 
vlest Premier Alexei N. Kosy­ 
gin, gave no details of 
this 
initiative or plan. 
Wilson said there were mo­ 
ments during his talks 
with 
Kosygin last week when peace 
negotiations “ could have been 
very near.” But he said these 
two elements were lacking: 
"A 
general realization that 
sooner or " later there must be 
a political settlement, 
and 
secondly, the necessary degree 
of trust and confidence on the 
part of each of the 
nations 
fighting in this war about the 
sincerity of the desire of the 
other to work for a negotiated 
political settlement.” 
Wilson said the 
massive 
movement of men and material 
from North Vietnam to 
the 
south had been greater than in 
any previous trace period. This, 
he said, "made it harder for the 
North 
Vietnamese leaders 
wished to use the truce for an 
effort toward peace, rather than 
for a further effort in war.”

One hundred and ninety two 
adults who have been trained 
in the multi • occupation pro­ 
gram now are employed, Wil­ 
liam 
F. 
Sikes, director of 
the manpower development and 
training program, 
said last 
night. 
He reported that the figure, 
representing 80 per cent of the 
235 
trained at the fitcillty, 
was better than his expecta­ 
tions when the federal pro­ 
gram began in July of 1965. 
The program is sponsored by 
the departments of labor and 
education. 
There are now 162 trainees 
studying 10 occupations. 
Sixteen per cent have dropped 
out of the program for various 
reasons but Sikes reported few 
trainees encountered 
trouble 
"with the law” in a speech to 
the Rotary club at the Rustic 
Rock Inn. 
"Community cooperation has 
been good,” he said. 
An average of about 
200 
trainees receiving $55 a week 
releases approximately $11,000

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The widespread availability of electronic bug­ 
ging devices, which do not require any wire 
tapping, suggest that the only sound course for 
the United States government to follow is to 
accept the idea that the privacy of citizens isn’t 
what it once was. 
This observation is made reluctantly but it is 
foolhardy to advocate prohibition of the use of 
these devices to protect the national security 
and fight organized crime when they can easily 
be used against the government by enemies of 
this country and by foes of society. 
The right to determine when they are used 
should be given to the courts on a prior basis, 
similar to the granting of a warrant for search 
and seizure. It should not be left to the attorney 
general or other federal official. There is too 
much danger of political manipulation in giving 
the privilege to any individual. 
U.S. Sen. Edward V. Long has performed a 
public service in bringing to the attention of the 
country the snooping activities of federal agents 
and others. 
The recent admissions of electronic eaves- 
dropping related to the period before July 1, 
1965. 
The justice department says that since that 
date no bugging or wiretapping has been per­ 
mitted by federal agencies except upon authori­ 
zation of the attorney general and then only in 
the interests of national security. 
When President Lyndon B. Johnson urged the 
outlawing of snooping in his state of the union 
address, the applause greeting it in Congress 
was deceptive. 
Many congressmen believe that there should be 
no complete prohibition of either bugging or 
wiretapping and that exceptions should be made 
either in the interests of the national security 
or in fighting organized crime or for both. 
The recent public airing of a difference of 
opinion about whether the FBI had conducted 
wiretapping or bugging at the request of the 
attorney general shows the need to avoid argu­ 
ments and establish clear responsibility. 
The argument was between J. Edgar Hoover, 
FBI chief, and former Atty. Gen. Robert 
F. 
Kennedy, now a senator and presidential as­ 
pirant. 
Hoover seemed to win the argument. 
Senator Long is correct when he expresses 
reservations about eavesdropping even in na­ 
tional security cases with prior court approval. 
“How do you define the national security?” 
he asks. iuWhenever you open the doór’to any 
eavesdropping, there is no stopping. 
It is 
like putting the fox in the hen house.” 
True enough but because of scientific progress 
Americans are going to have to learn how to 
live with the fox., 
It is too dangerous for them to attempt to 
live without it by tying the government’s hands. 
Long agrees that if there are exceptions they 
should be handled on the basis of a prior court 
order. 
That is the only sensible course to take.

February 1967 marks a milestone for 
the 
National Society of the Daughters of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution and the patriotic organizations 
affiliated with its members in a long and ar­ 
duously fought attempt to have the month of 
February designated as American History 
Month. 
During

closing sessions of 
Congress 
a 
group 
of Congressmen, 
concerned with the importance of preserving 
a fundamental knowledge of the principles on

the people who sacrificed and dared so much 
to bring it about, sponsored the passage of 
a bill making February 1967 officially Ameri­ 
can History Month in all the fifty states. For 
a number of years Governors of the various 
states from Alaska to Florida, and including 
ex-Governor Dalton 
and 
Governor Warren 
Hearnes of Missouri have issued proclamations 
making these days a tribute to the myriad patriots 
and heroes who have lived, died, and given their 
lives and their fortunes for the freedoms which 
we today must not risk losing. The mayors of 
over a thousand cities in all parts of the Re­ 
public have joined in the chorus, and it has been 
so in Slkeston. 
February was 
chosen as American History 
Month largely because it contains the birthdays 
of three of our presidents - two of the greatest. 
George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, tower 
over their counterparts in any history, but it 
was the devotion of the men from the farms and 
the shops, from the banks and the mills who 
rallied to the banner under the leadership of 
Washington to claim their independence 
of 
domination by a foreign power who must also be 
commemorated during the month. 
One of the signers of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence 
was a wealthy Virginian named 
Thomas Nelson, Jr. 
He joined the fighting 
forces of the American Revolution and became 
a Brigadier General. Toward the end of the 
Revolution, as the Ijattle of Yorktown ap­ 
proached, the British General Cornwallis made 
his headquarters in the beautiful Nelson home. 
The selge of Yorktown lasted three weeks. Nel- 


son personally directed the fire on his own 
stately dwelling. Soon after, Cornwallis sur­ 
rendered; but the costs of war were not over. 
Nelson had raised a necessary $2,000,000 almost 
overnight by putting up his own properties as 
collateral. They were forfeited when the loans 
came due, and the government never reimbursed 
him. With his health and fortune ruined, Thomas 
Nelson Jr., died a few years later, still dedi­ 
cated to the cause to which he had given every­ 
thing, knowing that his sacrifice was helping to 
build a strong nation. This is the kind of per­ 
sonal sacrifice that those who know what tyranny 
means were willing to make that we might en­ 
joy the freedom and independence we know today.

MRS. JAMES BACKGROUND

and Jan. 4, 1896.

Because of the simple fact that 
there cannot be a sale without 
a buyer and a seller, there 
cannot be consumers without 
producers. 
This elementary 
fact escapes those who

to every problem. Consumers 
are not a special "interest 
group” to be treated in iso­ 
lation. 
We are all consumers; 
but everything we 
consume 
must first be produced. 
If consumers are satisfied with 
what they are getting, no one 
else has cause for complaint. 
If they want more and are not 
willing to pay more, producers 
will eventually be found to give

JEFFERSON CITY - F ish er­ 
men at Lake of the O zarks may 
soon be angling for a fish nor­ 
mally taken only along the At­ 
lantic and Pacific co asts. The 
Conservation 
Departm ent will 
obtain about one and a half m il­ 
lion strip ed bass eggs 
for 
hatching and stocking in 
the 
lake. 
S trip ers, or ’’rockflsh” , as 
they a re som etim es called, have 
been introduced 
into a 
few 
la rg e re se rv o irs, prim arily in 
the 
southeastern 
sta te s. It 
appears they would survive and 
contribute substantially to the 
fishery 
at L ake of the O zarks 
as w ell. This will be considered 
an 
experim ental introduction 
and 
the effects on the fishery 
will be 
carefully evaluated by 
fishery biologists. 
Striped 
bass are native 
to 
bays, 
estu arie s and coastal 
stream s 
along the Atlantic 
Ocean. They w ere introduced 
into Pacific coastal 
stream s 
many y ears ago and 
m ore 
recently in several 
larg e re s ­ 
erv o irs. They are a m em ber of 
the sea bass fam ily, as a re our 
native 
white bass which they 
resem ble very closely. Unlike 
white b ass, they can live 
for 
m ore than 40 y ears, and grow to 
m ore than 100 pounds. Most of 
those taken by anglers a re from 
one to ten pounds. In his native 
habitat, a five-year-old usually 
w e i g h s 
about five pounds, 
an eight • year • old 
about 
fifteen pounds, and a ten-year- 
old about twenty - five pounds. 
We hope they will do this well 
in Lake of the O zarks. 
Newly • hatched strip e rs feed 
p rim arily 
on tiny aquatic ani­ 
m als (plankton), 
as do m ost 
other fish es, with th eir food 
changing to insects and sm al­ 
le r fish as they grow. Adults 
seem to p refer m em bers of the 
herring 
fam ily, so a re 
ex­ 
pected to feed on the abundant 
supply of 
gizzard shad which 
grow too larg e for black bass 
and m ost other predatory fish 
now present in the lake. 
Spawning 
requirem ents 
of 
striped 
bass 
a re quite spe­ 
cific, and th ere is considera­ 
ble 
doubt that 
spawning will 


take place 
h ere, particularly 
after K aysinger Bluff Dam is 
com pleted. In their native coas­ 
tal stream , adult strip e rs swim 
75 m iles o r m ore upstream to 
spawn 
when w ater 
tem pera­ 
tu res reach about 65 d eg rees. 
The 
eggs 
drift dow nstream , 
sinking gradually 
until they 
hatch in about 72 hours. A rela- 
tively long and deep section of 
stream is required for th is, as 
the eggs will not hatch if they 
touch bottom . The Osage River 
above Lake of the O zarks might 
be suitable for this; however, 
Kaysinger Bluff R eservoir will 
flood most of this section 
of 
the riv er in M issouri. If they 
a re unable to spawn successful­ 
ly, future 
stocking by the de­ 
partm ent will be necessary . A 
source of supply is now avail­ 
able. 
The departm ent will buy the 
eggs and hatch them at one of 
its 
hatch eries. They will 
be 
reared through one sum m er in 
Union 
E lectric 
Company’s 
hatchery at Grand G laize, after 
which the 
departm ent will 
transport them and distribute 
them widely 
throughout 
the 
lake. 
S trip ers tend to 
travel 
in 
schools, much like white b a ss. 
During 
the sum m er m onths, 
they feed prim arily at the su r­ 
face, moving into deeper w aters 
a s the w ater tem peratures cool 
in fall and w inter. A wide v arie­ 
ty of fishing methods is used, 
including 
spin • casting, tro ll­ 
ing and bait fishing. 
S tripers a re considered ex­ 
cellent food fish , and their larg e 
size 
and fighting 
ability will 
whet 
the appetites of M issouri 
anglers.

Birds Of A Feather 


Debby is turning the seed pods of the unicorn plant into 
curious birds, using only paint, sequins, and grass flowers. 


Bet you don’t know what Debby is using to make these 
curious birds! The seed pods of the unicorn plant. Plus the flower 
heads of grasses, paint and sequins. That’s all. You can make 
these birds too — as many as you want — if you will first copy 
Debby and grow unicorn plants 
in your garden. 
They’re easy to grow, but 
seeds should be started indoors 
in spring, about 6 weeks be­ 
fore the date of the last killing 
frost in your area. 
The plants bear pretty, pale 
yellow flowers with purplish 
spots. When they fade the seed 
pods form.

legs of the bird. The end by 
which the pod was attached 
to the plant forms the beak. 
All you need do is touch up 
the beak with any light or 
brightly colored paint, so it 
shows more distinctly; stroke 
a little paint along the sides of 
the pod to simulate feathers.

Canada is about to be 100 years old, and 20 million Canadians are 
going to have a jumbo birthday celebration. Across the 5,000 miles of 
the country, people are planning events to mark this anniversary 
which signals Canada’s first century of Confederation. The festivi­ 
ties began at Midnight, January 1, 1967, with parades and dancing 
in the streets, and continue 
throughout the year with a broad 
range of activities, from the 
everyday to the extraordinary. 
“While celebrating, Canadians 
will be glancing backward”, says 
John Fisher, the Commissioner 
of the Centennial, “and they will 
be 
looking forward to even 
greater achievement in their sec­ 
ond century.”

“SHARED TIME" APPROVED 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEE 
jeffersor. City, Mo. — The 
controversial “shared time“ 
bill was passed last 
week by 
the House Education 
Com­ 
mittee by a vote of 15-11. 
The bill, a part of the Gov­ 
ernor’s legislative program, 
would allow handicapped and 
educationally deprived pupils 
in private 
and 
parochial 
schools 
to 
attend 
special 
classes at public schools. 
The vote on the bill was taken 
behind closed doors. 
The bill was passed with one 
amendment which would stipu­ 
late that nothing on the 
law 
would lessen the authority and 
control of school boards over 
transportation, curriculum and 
scheduling. 
Opponents argued at the hear­ 
ing last week that such legis­ 
lation would provide the open­ 
ings for public 
subsidy of 
non-public schools. 
Propo­ 
nents 
argued that all tax­ 
payers 
should be able 
to 
benefit from public schools, 
regardless of whether it is on 
a part-time or full-time bases. 
Missouri law now prohibits a 
pupil from attending more than 
one school during the day.

Senator Say U.S. Imposes 


Spending Programs on States 


CAPE 
GIRARDEAU — State 
Sen. Albert M. Spradling Jr. 
charged Wednesday that 
the 
federal government is imposing 
mandatory spending programs 
on the states at the same time 
that it is trying to cut into the 
states’ taxing power. 
The Democratic senator, in an 
appearance 
before the Cape 
Girardeau Lions Club, outlined 
the 
issues before the Gen­ 
eral Assembly this 
season, 
leaning heavily on the federal 
state relationship. 
The Cape Girardeau senator 
told the Lions also that there 
has been a resurgence by the 
states and that a more con­ 
servative trend in politics is in 
the making. 
“ After the 
last election, a 
few of our congressmen have 
decided we can’t give every­ 
thing away,” 
he commented. 
Furthermore, Sen. Spradling 
said, the voters in the 21-27 age 
group, which he said by 1970 
will make,:-up more than half the 
total voting population, are 
a 
conservative group. 
The big issuein Jefferson City 
this year, Sen. Spradling de­ 
clared, is how successful the 
state will be in slowing down 
the federal 
government in 
its encroachment on the states' 
governing authority. 
“On one hand, the federal gov­ 
ernment is telling us to spend 
our money on Medicaid, spend 
our money on highway beautifi­ 
cation, but on the other hand, it 
is saying, ‘we are going to 
have to take some more of the 
money’,” Sen. Spradling stated. 
Medicaid, the senator told his 
audience, is medical care for 
the near-needy, a term which 
the federal government 
has 
left to the states' definition. 


“Medicaid takes you 
from 
birth to 65; then 
Medicare 
takes 
over,” veteran legis­ 
lator remarked. 
In New York, Sen. Spradling 
reported, “near-needy” is de­ 
fined as having a net income 
of less than $6,000 per year. 
Failure to adopt a Medicaid 
program by a certain time would 
result, the federal government 
has threatened, in loss by Mis­ 
souri of some of its welfare 
funds, the Lions were 
told 
Wednesday. 
The highway beautification bill 
- which Sen. Spradling called 
“the Lady Bird Bill” - would 
cost the states $2,000,000,000 
for billboard removal, money 
which the Congress has not ap­ 
propriated, he said. 
The cost of removing bill­ 
boards, 
Sen. Spradling went 
on, would build 120 miles of 
interstate road, where fatality 
rates are about half those of 
primary highways. 
Failure to enact an accep­

What Music is Profane?

It is a surprising, though 
understandable, edict which 
came from the Vatican, ban­ 
ning certain forms of music, 
especially 
t h a t

known as the “jazz mass.” 
Surprising, because we had 
just become accustomed to 
the most revolutionary liturgi­ 
cal reforms. Understandable 
because jazz is noisy, discord-j 
ant and strange to tne uniniti­ 
ated. In addition, it is more 
of a solo or concert form of; 
music, in contrast to that ex­ 
pression which lends itself to ; 
congregational participation. 
Nonetheless, t h e r e was a 
syncopated p h r a s e in the; 
edict. It referred to “music \ 
of a t o t a l l y profane andj 
worldly character.” Yet the | 
whole point of the Christian 
faith is that God is speaking 
in human flesh. It is a religion 
of the Incarnation. It is the 
invasion of that which men 
called the profane and the 
worldly, clothing it with new 
meaning. 
As a result, some of our 
greatest chorales and hymns 
came into the church by way 
of taverns and public gather­ 
ings which were profane. The 
tunes of the people at play be­ 
came also tne tunes of the 
people at worship. Then, just 
as in the Ola Testament, 
cymbals, tymbrels, dulcimers, 
bagpipes and flutes became 
the gladsome praise of the 
Lord. 
Sidney Lanier said that 
‘‘Music is love in search of a 
word.” Some of it doesn’t 
sound that way to my ears. 
Yet are we to dimension this 
desire to speak to the con­

vacy act to protect American 
citizens from government and 
private wiretapping and elec­ 
tronic bugging. 
Senator Long said the bill as 
recommended by 
President 
Johnson In his state of the union 
and crime messages*’will make 
Illegal all wiretapping and elec­ 
tronic eavesdropping with the 
exception of national security 
matters.” 
The bill will also make Il­ 
legal the advertisement, manu­ 
facture or shipment of wire­ 
tapping and eavesdropping de­ 
vices. Penalty under Oils pro­ 
vision is a $25,000 fine or one 
year In prison, or both. 
Under present law, “ the de­ 
partment of justice felt lt could 
not prosecute state and local 
officers for wiretapping even 
when they have publicly violated 
Section 605 (of the Federal 
Communications Act of 1934)” 
Senator Long said.

UFOs Discounted as Threat To Security 


DAYTON, 
Ohio (AP) — Re­ 
ports of unidentified flying ob­ 
jects -- UFOs -- boomed last 
year, reports Maj. Hector Quin­ 
tanilla, director of Project Blue 
Book at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base. 
But whatever the sightings 
are, it's a safe bet they offer no 
threat to national security and 
don't come from outer space, 
the Air Force says. 
A total of 1,060 sightings were 
submitted to the Air Force dur­ 
ing 1966, second highest total 
since Blue Book began keeping 
tabs 20 years ago. The annual 
average is 555, the record 1,501 


in 1952. 
Of the 11,107 sightings since 
1947, Quintanilla says, just 676 
remain in the unidentified cate­ 
gory. Only 30 of those checked 
out last year haven't been ex­ 
plained satisfactorily. 
Another 242 sightings are list­ 
ed as having insufficient data 
for identification. 
The rest were identified as 
astronomical objects, aircraft, 
balloons, satellites and other 
natural 
or 
man-made items 
such as m issiles, rockets, fire­ 
works, clouds, birds, swamp 
gas, sparks, and a lighthouse. 
To date, Project Blue Book — 
the Air Force's Investigative 


authority on aerial phenomena 
— offers these "firm " conclu­ 
sions: 
1. No unidentified flying ob­ 
ject reported, investigated and 
evaluated by the Air Force has 
ever given any indication of 
threat to U. S. security. 
2. No evidence has been dis­ 
covered to indicate that any 
sightings categorized as uniden­ 
tified represent technological 
development or principles be­ 
yond the range of present-day 
scientific knowledge. 
3. There has been no evidence 
that any unidentified sightings 
were outer space vehicles. 
A sighting is considered un­ 


identified, the major says, when 
a report apparently contains all 
pertinent data necessary to sug­ 
gest a valid cause or explana­ 
tion of the report, but the de- 
scription of the object or its mo­ 
tion cannot be correlated with 
any known object or phenome­ 
non.

initiative or plan. 
Wilson said there were mo­

of trust and confidence on the

south Had been greater than in 
any previous trace period. This,

The widespread availability of electronic bug­ 
ging devices, which do not require any 
wire 
tapping, suggest that the only sound course for 
the United States government to follow is to 
accept the idea that the privacy of citizens isn’t 
what it once was. 
This observation is made reluctantly but it is 
foolhardy to advocate prohibition of the use of 
these devices to protect the national security 
and fight organized crime when they can easily 
be used against the government by enemies of 
this country and by foes of society. 
The right to 
determine when they are used 
should be given to the courts on a prior basis, 
similar to the granting of a warrant for search 
and seizure. It should not be left to the attorney 
general or other federal official. There is too 
much danger of political manipulation in giving 
the privilege to any individual. 
U.S. Sen. Edward V. Long 
has performed a 
public service in bringing to the attention of the 
country the snooping activities of federal agents 
and others. 
The recent admissions of electronic eaves­ 
dropping related to the period before July 1, 
1965. 
The justice department says that since 
that 
date no bugging or wiretapping has been per­ 
mitted by federal agencies except upon authori­ 
zation of the attorney general and then only in 
the interests of national security. 
When President Lyndon B. Johnson urged the 
outlawing of snooping in his state of the union 
address, the applause greeting it in Congress 
was deceptive. 
Many congressmen believe that there should be 
no complete prohibition of either bugging 
or 
wiretapping and that exceptions should be made 
either in the interests of the national security 
or in fighting organized 
crime or for both. 
The recent public airing of a difference of 
opinion about whether the FBI had conducted 
wiretapping or bugging at the request of 
the 
attorney general shows the need to avoid argu­ 
ments and establish clear responsibility. 
The argument was between J. Edgar Hoover, 
FBI chief, and former Atty. Gen. Robert 
F. 
Kennedy, now a senator and presidential as­ 
pirant. 
Hoover seemed to win the argument. 
Senator Long is correct when he expresses 
reservations about eavesdropping even in na­ 
tional security cases with prior court approval. 
“ 
“How do you define the national security?” 
he asks. 
“ Whenever you open the door to any 
eavesdropping, there is no stopping. 
It 
is 
like putting the fox in the hen house.” 
True enough but because of scientific progress 
Americans are going to have to learn how to 
live with the fox. 
It is too dangerous for them to attempt to 
live without it by tying the government’s hands. 
Long agrees that if there are exceptions they 
should be handled on the basis of a prior court 
order. 
That is the only sensible course to take.

February 1967 marks a milestone for 
the 
National Society of the Daughters of the Ameri­

Month. 
During 
the 
closing 
sessions of 
Congress 
a 
group 
of Congressmen, 
concerned with the importance of preserving 
a fundamental knowledge of the principles on 
which our country was established and 
of 
the people who sacrificed and dared so much 
to bring it about, sponsored the passage 
of 
a bill making February 1967 officially Ameri­ 
can History Month in all the fifty states. For 
a number of years Governors of the various 
states from Alaska to Florida, and including 
ex-Governor Dalton 
and 
Governor Warren 
Hearnes of Missouri have issued proclamations 
making these days a tribute to the myriad patriots 
and heroes who have lived, died, and given their 
lives and their fortunes for the freedoms which 
we today must not risk losing. The mayors of 
over a thousand cities in all parts of the Re­ 
public have joined in the chorus, and it has been 
so in Sikeston. 
February 
was 
chosen as American History 
Month largely because it contains the birthdays 
of three of our presidents - two of the greatest. 
George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, tower 
over their counterparts in any history, but it 
was the devotion of the men from the farms and 
the shops, from the banks and the mills who 
rallied to the banner under the leadership 
of 
Washington to claim their independence 
of 
domination by a foreign power who must also be 
commemorated during the month. 
One of the signers of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence 
was 
a wealthy Virginian named 
Thomas Nelson, Jr. 
He joined the 
fighting 
forces of the American Revolution and became 
a Brigadier Oeneral.

proached, the British General Cornwallis made 
his headquarters in the beautiful Nelson home. 
The seige of Yorktown lasted three weeks. Nel­ 


son personally directed the fire on his own 
stately dwelling. 
Soon after, Cornwallis sur­ 
rendered; but the costs of war were not over. 
Nelson had raised a necessary $2,000,000 almost 
overnight by putting up his own properties as 
collateral. 
They were forfeited when the loans 
came due, and the government never reimbursed 
him. With his health and fortune ruined, Thomas 
Nelson Jr., died a few years later, still dedi­ 
cated to the cause to which he had given every­ 
thing, knowing that his sacrifice was helping to 
build a strong nation. This is the kind of per­ 
sonal sacrifice that those who know what tyranny 
means were willing to make that we might en­ 
joy the freedom and independence we know today.

to starting the road test. 
The Patrol gave 659

and 266 special tests were given 
to postal employees. 
Colonel E. I. (Mlke)Hockaday,

PROPOSED “ DEPARTMENT"

The report of the Consumer 
Advisory Council to the Presi 
dent, made public at the end of

year, 
recommends 
the 
creation of yet another 
new 
cabinet level federal depart­ 
ment. This one would be called 
the Department of Consumers. 
Its purpose would be to 
add 
new paper mountains to 
the 
towering range already thrown 
up by past laws, aimed at regu­ 
lating producers for the alleged 
benefit of consumers. 
Because of the simple fact that 
there cannot be a sale without 
a buyer and a seller, there 
cannot be consumers without 
producers. 
This elementary 
fact escapes those who 
see 
bureaucratic regulation and new- 
red tape jungles as the answer 
to every problem. Consumers 
are not a special “ Interest 
group" to be treated in iso­ 
lation. 
We are all consumers; 
but 
everything 
we 
consume 
must first be produced. 
If consumers are satisfied with 
what they are getting, no one 
else has cause for complaint. 
If they want more and are not 
willing to pay more, producers 
will eventually be found to give 
better quality at the 
same 
prices and thus increase their 
sales. 
No Department of Con­ 
sum ers 
can 
do 
anything 
significant 
to 
assist 
these 
basic functions of the 
free 
market. 
But such a depart­ 
ment would do much to hin­ 
der them by placing artifi­ 
cial 
barriers 
between pro­ 
ducer and consumer. 
The real effect of regulation 
allegedly in the interest 
of 
consum ers is to tell them what 
they can and cannot consume, 
as well as making it 
more

JEFFERSON CITY - Fisher­ 
men at Lake of the Ozarks may 
soon be angling for a fish nor­ 
mally taken only along the At­ 
lantic and Pacific coasts. The 
Conservation 
Department will 
obtain about one and a half mil­ 
lion striped bass eggs 
for 
hatching and stocking in 
the 
lake. 
Stripers, or ’’rockfish” , as 
they are sometimes called, have 
been introduced 
into a 
few 
large reservoirs, prim arily in 
the 
southeastern 
states. It 
appears they would survive and 
contribute substantially to the 
fishery 
at Lake of the Ozarks 
as well. This will be considered 
an 
experimental introduction 
and 
the effects on the fishery 
will be 
carefully evaluated by 
fishery biologists. 
Striped 
bass are native 
to 
bays, 
estuaries and coastal 
stream s 
along the Atlantic 
Ocean. They were introduced 
into Pacific coastal 
stream s 
many years ago and 
more 
recently in several 
large re s­ 
ervoirs. They are a member of 
the sea bass family, as are our 
native 
white bass which they 
resemble very closely. Unlike 
white bass, they can live 
for 
more than 40 years, and grow to 
more than 100 pounds. Most of 
those taken by anglers are from 
one to ten pounds. In his native 
habitat, a five-year-old usually 
w e i g h s 
about five pounds, 
an eight • year - old 
about 
fifteen pounds, and a ten-year- 
old about twenty • five pounds. 
We hope they will do this well 
in Lake of the Ozarks. 
Newly • hatched stripers feed 
prim arily 
on tiny aquatic ani­ 
mals (plankton), 
as do most 
other fishes, with their food 
changing to insects and sm al­ 
ler fish as they grow. Adults 
seem to prefer members of the 
herring 
family, so are 
ex­ 
pected to feed on the abundant 
supply of 
gizzard shad which 
grow too large for black bass 
and most other predatory fish 
now present in the lake. 
Spawning 
requirem ents 
of 
striped 
bass 
are quite spe­ 
cific, and there is considera­ 
ble 
doubt that 
spawning will 


take place 
here, particularly 
after Kaysinger Bluff Dam is 
completed. In their native coas­ 
tal stream ,adult stripers swim 
75 miles or more upstream to 
spawn 
when water 
tem pera­ 
tures reach about 65 degrees. 
The 
eggs 
drift downstream, 
sinking gradually 
until they 
hatch in about 72 hours. A rela­ 
tively long and deep section of 
stream is required for this, as 
the eggs will not hatch if they 
touch bottom. The Osage River 
above Lake of the Ozarks might 
be suitable for this; however, 
Kaysinger Bluff Reservoir will 
flood most of this section 
of 
the river in Missouri. If they 
are unable to spawn successful­ 
ly, future 
stocking by the de­ 
partment will be necessary. A 
source of supply is now avail­ 
able. 
The department will buy the 
eggs and hatch them at one of 
its 
hatcheries. They will 
be 
reared through one summer in 
Union 
Electric 
Company’s 
hatchery at Grand Glaize, after 
which the 
department will 
transport them and distribute 
them widely 
throughout 
the 
lake. 
Stripers tend to 
travel 
in 
schools, much like white bass. 
During 
the summer months, 
they feed prim arily at the sur­ 
face, moving into deeper waters 
as the water tem peratures cool 
in fall and winter. A wide varie­ 
ty of fishing methods is used, 
including 
spin - casting, troll­ 
ing and bait fishing. 
Stripers are considered ex­ 
cellent food fish, and their large 
size 
and fighting 
ability will 
whet 
the appetites of Missouri 
anglers.

Birds Of A Feather 


D onn a D ill, 5, H ills b o r o , te x a s,

Debby is turning the seed pods of the unicorn plant into 
curious birds, using only paint, sequins, and grass flowers. 


Bet you don’t know what Debby is using to make these 
curious birds! The seed pods of the unicorn plant. Plus the flower 
heads of grasses, paint and sequins. That’s all. You can make 
these birds too — as many as you want — if you will first copy 
Debby and grow unicorn p la n ts ----------------------------------------------- 
in your garden. 
They're easy to grow, but 
seeds should be started indoors 
in spring, about 6 weeks be­ 
fore the date of the last killing 
frost in your area. 
The plants bear pretty, pale 
yellow flowers with purplish 
spots. When they fade the seed 
pods form. You might give a 
few to Mother while they’re 
still green, for they make de­ 
licious pickles. But, when pods 
brown and dry, you use them, 
for birds. 
The long horn of the pod, 
shown 
just 
under 
the 
tail 
feathers of the left-hand bird 
in the picture, splits as the 
pod dries and forms the two 


legs of the bird. The end by 
which the pod was attached 
to the plant forms the beak. 
All you need do is touch up 
the beak with any light or 
brightly colored paint, so it 
shows more distinctly; stroke 
a little paint along the sides of 
the pod to simulate feathers. 
Then paste a bright sequin 
above the beak for an eye and 
stick some tips of grass flower 
heads into the open end of the 
pod, above the “legs” to form 
tail feathers. Presto, a bird! 
Play with the birds, use them 
for party favors, as place card 
holders 
or 
what 
you 
will. 
They’re fun to make, fun to 
show your friends.

The big issue in Jefferson City 
this year, Sen. Spradling

clared, is how successful the 
state will be 
in slowing down 
the 
federal 
governm ent 
in 
its encroachm ent on the states* 
governing authority. 
“ On one hand, the federal gov­ 
ernm ent is telling us to spend 
our money on Medicaid, spend 
our money on highway beautifi­ 
cation, but on the other hand, it 
is 
saying, *we

What Music Is Profane?

It is a surprising, though 
understandable, edict which 
came from the Vatican, ban­ 
ning certain forms of music, 
especially 
t h a t 
which 
is 
known as the "jazz mass.” 
Surprising, because we had 
just become accustomed to 
the most revolutionary liturgi­ 
cal reforms. Understandable 
because jazz is noisy, discord­ 
ant and strange to the uniniti­ 
ated. In addition, it is more 
of a solo or concert form of 
music, in contrast to that ex­ 
pression which lends itself to 
congregational participation. 
Nonetheless, t h e r e was a 
syncopated p h r a s e in the j 
edict. It referred to “music 
of a t o t a l l y profane and 
worldly character.” Yet the 
whole point of the Christian 
faith is that God is speaking 
in human flesh. It is a religion | 
of the Incarnation. It is the^ 
invasion of that which men 
called the profane and the 
worldly, clothing it with new 
meaning. 
As a result, some of our 
greatest chorales and hymns 
came into the church by way 
of taverns and public gather­ 
ings which were profane.

WASHINGTON -U .S .S e n .E d ­ 
ward V. Long (D-M lssouri) In­ 
troduced 
the right of 
pri­ 
vacy act to protect Am erican 
citizens from government and 
private wiretapping and elec­ 
tronic bugging. 
Senator Long said the bill as 
recommended 
by 
President 
Johnson In his state of the union 
and crim e m e ssag e s*‘will make 
illegal all wiretapping and elec­ 
tronic eavesdropping with the 
exception of national security 
m a tte rs." 
The bill will also make Il­ 
legal the advertisem ent, manu­ 
facture or shipment of w ire­ 
tapping and eavesdropping de­ 
vices. 
Penalty under this pro­ 
vision Is a $25,000 fine or one 
year In prison, or both. 
Under present law, “ the de­ 
partment of justice felt it could 
not prosecute state and 
local 
officers for wiretapping even 
when they have publicly violated 
Section 605 (of the 
Federal 
Communications Act of 1934)’ ’ 
Senator Long said. 
Senator Long pointed out that 
there is no federal law 
on 
bugging or other form s of elec­ 
tronic snooping. 
Long said, based on two years 
of investigations by his senate 
subcom mittee, 
anarchy 
has 
existed because of the lack of 
clear laws on wiretapping and 
snooping. 
“ Electronic an­ 
archy has existed and the vic­ 


tim has been the American peo­ 
p le ," Senator Long said.

“ In 1937, the supreme court

In 1941, the justice department

said. 
“ The attorney general 
held that a violation of Sec­ 
tion 605 required both inter­ 
ception and dlvulgence outside 
the governm ent." he said. 
“ T h u s," Senator Long said, 
“ government 
agents 
could 
wiretap so long as the govern­ 
ment did not divulge wiretap 
information in the co u rts." 
“ This rule, as a 
practical 
m atter cut the heart out 
of 
Section 605. 
It opened 
the 
door to Federal law enforce­ 
ment 
wiretapping," Senator 
Long said. 
Long 
said that 
while other 
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Adm inistrations had 
sought 
law s permitting wiretapping and 
eavesdropping, President John­ 
son “ is supporting a bill 
to 
strengthen the statutory pro­ 
tection of the citizen’ s right of 
p riv acy ."
